You may recall 
that I got 2 transmittal letters from the Navy which had been conspicuously missing 
from the OKI file; I doubt that they had been cent to the Ccrunission in some other 
file. The jxtblished copy of the pay records (CE 3099) is ostentatiously dated 
9/15/&H perhaps the Contnission got another copy earlier but I doubt in. In short, 
I don't think Bartimo' s reply was accurate.
